Document 1 discloses the feature of elongating an 
image non-linearly in a horizontal direction and 
displaying it and the feature of displaying wherein the 
central section of the screen is relatively compressed and 
becomes gradually more extended closer to the periphery. 
Moreover, paragraph [0012] indicates that "in the method 
of switching the initial value AX, the status of the image 
extension changes radically with the switching point as 
the dividing line" and paragraph [0007] indicates that "by 
reading the pixels with a predetermined timing, the image 
is extended in a horizontal direction and each mode of the 
above-mentioned Fig. 4 is realised." 

Page 10, right column, lines 37 to 42 of Document 2 
indicates that "the adjustment circuit (15) of the control 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (Box V) (January 1994)

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circuit has a buffer memory built therein (not 
illustrated) and the supplied input pixel data is 
outputted to a resistor (2-1) with a predetermined timing. 
When a predetermined signal is supplied to the adjustment 
circuit (15) from the residue circuit (11), the output of 
the pixel data in said cycle is suspended." Page 10, left 
column, lines 46 to 48 indicate that "as illustrated in 
Fig. 2, the coefficient memory (1A) has 16 sets of filter 
coefficients (FC1, FC2, FC3, FC4) pre-stored therein 
corresponding to the normalisation phase (x) and the 
filter select signal (Pi)." Page 11, left column, lines 1 
to 8 indicate that "when the sum of the supplied value and 
the value of resistor (12) are greater than one, the 
residue circuit (11) outputs the predetermined signal to 
the control signal generating circuit (14) and the 
adjustment circuit (15). An approximation circuit (13) 
outputs to the coefficient memory (1A) the filter select 
signal (Pi) which corresponds to the filter coefficient 
set that corresponds to the phase which is closest to the 
value of the resistor (12)." Page 11, lines 19 to 22 
indicate that "the phase variation component (Pd) is 
determined by the L of the variation ratio K:L. Therefore, 
varying the value of the above-mentioned phase variation 
component (Pd) brings about the magnification or the 
reduction of images of differing variation ratios." 

It can be said that the invention disclosed in 
Document 1 is carrying out the magnifying process based on 
an arbitrary magnifying rate as it is realising each of 
the modes. Therefore, it would be obvious to a person 
skilled in the art to use the circuit disclosed in 
Document 2 as the means to magnify the image non-linearly 
disclosed in Document 1 . 

Claim 2 

The feature wherein, when the R/W selection signal 
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outputted from the memory control section is a W selection 
signal, the filter coefficient read from the coefficient 
ROM based on the coefficient write address outputted from 
the selector is stored is neither disclosed nor suggested 
in any of the documents cited in the international search 
report or in this written opinion. Moreover, this feature 
would not be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Claim 3 

The feature of providing a first and a second 
selector, an address offset calculator, and a first and a 
second delay device is neither disclosed nor suggested in 
any of the documents cited in the international search 
report or in this written opinion. Moreover, this feature 
would not be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

Claims 4 to 7 

The feature of providing a first and a second 
selector, an address offset calculator, a first and a 
second delay device, a match-detecting circuit, an up/down 
control section, and a region width-controlling section is 
neither disclosed nor suggested in any of the documents 
cited in the international search report or in this 
written opinion. Moreover, this feature would not be 
obvious to a person skilled in the art. 
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
